Deep rcEfct at the tomporaxy loss 
McGill will suffer during Sir Arthur 
Currlc's absence in India, was ex- 
pressed by the Corporation of the 
Universlt3' at tiio mccUng held ycs- 
icrday afternoon. 

Of the other business on the .igcnda 
that W.1S pa.vsed was .a resolution of 
sympathy at the death of H. M. Mac- 
lîay, tlic reception of new members to 
the Coropori}tlon for the first time, 
.-ind the -wishes of the Corporation 
towards Sir Arthur on his present 
mission to the ISasU 

The meeting was unusually well 
attended, net more than tlirce or four 
members being absent- Tho usual 
routine of business took place, and a. 
number of minor matters attended to. 
The Corporation also passed the re- 
port of tho Governor's Moeting.

The following were najncd as the 
new graduate rcprcsenl.itivcs: Arts, J. 
■\V. Jcakins; Applied Science, R. J. 
Durly; Dentistry, Dr. H. K. Cleveland:

Dean Martin expressed, on behalf of 
the Corporation their best wishes for 
the suecesE of Sir Arthur's mission 
.Tnd .iourney. Sir Arthur replied that 
lie was extremely honoured by his 
being chosen for such a task, btjt that 
tiie -honour belonged not only to him 
but .also to McGlll. 

Library Rsport Submitted 

One of the reports to be submitted 
was that of the Library Committee. 
Ill reading the report it was noticed 
thill the liedpatli Library had an at- 
lonilaive trf -lij.SSo during the period 
July 1, a«29 to June 30, 1830. while the 
total attendance in all libraries on the 
CanipUB during this time was 95,455.

In this life one 
dulu must be ivcighed luilh anotlicr, aiid in deciding llial I 
am able to leave for a lime in order to perform nnolher task, 
I believe lliat I am paying a high tribute to the organisation 
of the L'niucrsilii. 

l'or a long time il has been apparent tlial Canadians 
should make- an earnest endeavour to understand the notable 
movements that arc going on in the East, partlcnlarlg in India, 
which is so important a part of the Empire, t have been 
asked by the Government io represent Can,id<i tl the inaugural 
ceremonies which will mark the opening of \ew Delhi as 
the captial of British India, and to unveil tlv column which 
has been presented to liidia by the Dominion of Canada as a 
symbol of the imitu and strength of the Entpirc. Wliilc this 
is a high honour and privilege, at the same tinte I am deeply 
sensible of the responsibility that is mine in representing 
Canada in India at this critical period. 

It will be my good fortune to see something of India anil 
China at first Iwnd. McGill University has long shown, of- 
fically and unofficially, its interest in Ea.stern culture and 
Eastern poliiics. .\ group in our midst has been -intently 
studying the general problems of the Pacific, We have been 
pioneers in Canada in initialing a Department of Chinese 
Studies. Therefore, I feel that the journey I am about , to 
make will forge another link between Canada and the Orient, 
and upon my return I hope to bring you a message which 
will contribute to a clearer understanding of the East and 
of India in particular.

Talk on Compass 
Given by Aviator 

Captain Finnic Shows. Neccs» 
sity of Corrections 

Aircraft compasses, and the causes 
and corrections of their deviations, 
were discussed by Captalii Finnic be- 
fore the Light Aeroplane Club In the 
MacDonald Jinglnecring Building last 
evening, in a meeting attended by 
eighty members, over one-fourth of 
whom were ladies. 

The magnetic compass, wild Cap- 
tain Finiilo, is a means of- finding the 
ship's heading In relation to Iho mag- 
netic meridian. It Is necessary to 
find (he aver.xge varliitlon of the 
magnetic pole from the true pole In 
^the 'dikrict' through which ono in- 
tends ;to fly.'-' For 'Instance, a protac- 
tor shows Qucbec,.|pn the map, to be 
at an angle of ninety degrceH from 
the magnetic meridian, but It la nec- 
essary to add fifteen degrecH varlii- 
tlon, because in this region the mag- 
netic north Is west oC the true north. 

The aircraft compass la derived 
from the marine compass, but Hcvcrni 
structural differences arc necessary, 
because of the difference In the con- 
ditions under which the two 'typos of 
I'ompass must operate. 

Captain I''liii)le statoil (liai there Is 
often a deviation of an aircraft com- 
pass due Io tho magnetic infliience 
of the metal parts of the engine. In 
testing a compass, readings arc laken 
with the plano.i facing the cardinal 
points of the compass. The devlnlion 
la tlien ealeululed, and may lie 
counteraeted by the Insertion of niiig- 
nels of the proper power and In the 
proper placou. . 

In conclui|ing, Capt.iln Flnnlo .stnteil 
that he has located four or five large 
fields In the region of M'eslmoiiiil 
which are sullable for the iiiiriiu.si' 
of tho- flub. "Hlni'C tlie siiuw ap- 
pears to bo |)crinanonl", he said 
"stalls can be attached to the planes 
so that (he fields nee(J not be, levelled 
off. It only reinalna to obtain the 
nernilsslon of the, owners Io use their 
lots as landing flobjs.

In tlieir . pf-caonliitton of Julos Uo- 
maln'H clever ' satire on tho medical 
profession, "Knock, ou l/y. Triomphe 
do la Modlcino" before an apprecia- 
tive uudlcnco in Moyso Hall lost 
night, tho Graduates Society of Mc- 
Gill University made a successful 
theatrical debut. 

Jules Romains, one of tho most 
popular of contemporary French play- 
wrights, 'a received tho acclaim tf 
crltlca in his own and in foreign 
countries aa the possessor of unusual 
creative power and originality. He Is 
essontlallj' modern. In tin best serisc 
oC tho v.'ord, and takln.,' last night's 
presentation as an example, his treat 
ment of a play cannot offend even the 
most Puritan of minds, 

"knock" deals with a shrewd 
country doctor who pina his faith on 
tho power of suggestion to build up a 
flourishing practice. In- a cunningly 
convincing manner he' succeeds In at- 
tributing to tho simple-minded, Ig 
norant villagers of St Maurice, ali- 
ments which they' had never dreamed 
of. 

Take* Over Practiet 

. Shortly after ho takes over the 
practice of Dr. r.-irpalald, tho perfect 
tjT© of country doctor, who has at 
tended the ' people of St. Maurice for 
thirty yoars, lie;,offcra ono frco con 
auitlon to all who will risit him on 
a certain day. Several people t.akr 

vantage of this party out of curios- 
ity, partly out of a desiro to get 
somcthl: j for nothing, Not one, 
however, imagines for a moment that 
there Is iinything seriously timiss. 

Dut they reckoned without Dr. 
Knock, lly subtio suggestions and 
tho use of omlnons-floundlng medical 
terms, he sends each of his patients 
homo terrified out of his wits th.il 
Death liirkB grimly by. In only one 
way are they assured ot longevity 
and that Is to follow his Instructions 
to tho iettor, and 'to cori.sutt him fre- 
quently. So well does his method 
worli, that the villagers finally ile 
velop a wholc.'i.ale respect for the ab- 
stract d Ity "I.a Medicine" and oh 
j'ect strcnunualy to return to former

Syntlielic Perfumes Cost 
Much Less Tlian Others 

COMPARES PRICES 

Dr. G. F. Allen Adflressed 
Chemical Industry Club 
Last Night 

To what extent the perfume counter 
and the aod.a fountain Is indebted to 
products synthesized from castor oil 
was illustrated by Dr. C. F. Allen In 
his lecture to tho Chemical Industry 
club at tho Chemistry Building last 
night. Various products including 
Vanlll.i from S.afrol or from Wood- 
flour to Grapojuice flavouring from 
castor oil were dealt with, their struc- 
ture being Illustrated by lantern slides. 

Tho lecturer stated that in early per- 
fumery tho number of odours was 
limited. Modern synthetic ehomhnry 
has greatly increa.sod th,; variety. 
Odouriesj substances are trenerally 
characterised by the pre. nco ut Ben- 
zene with the addition . o£ :>Ielhyl 
groups, aldehydes and Ketonic link- 
ages Dimcthylpheno carbinol, for e.>c- 
nmple, has a rose odour and being al- 
kali proof is used in so.i.o m.inuf:u'- 
tures .Methyl anthranilate simulates 
orange flower. 

Tho lecturer dealt with .synthesis ot 
Musk. Xatural musk is obtained from 
tho male musk deer ami only at the 
mating season as well as from the 
male and female civet, U ia iinerr^t- 
Ing to note that tho musk deer can not 
be bred In captivity. 

in 190i; Walbraum synthesized 
Muskonc and showed it to have a Ket- 
onic structure A few years later Clvl- 
tone was shown to have a similar 
structure. Substitution ot ISthyl group 
for methyl gave musk ainbrette which 
has a mueh finer odour. 

The leclurer indicated that the Oder 
is greatly influenced by tho number .» 
carbon atoms in the molecule.

Leaves For Liclia 

QIR ARTHUR CURRIE leaves tonight for 
*^ India where he will represent Canada 
at the inaugural of New Delhi as Capital of 
British India. 'Àmmg oilier ceremonies, a 
TOW of pillars will be dedicated, each one 
representing a different part of the Em- 
pire; and ihe whole symbolizing the soli- 
darity of the British Nations. 

That Sir Arthur should have been 
selected to unveil the Canadian column, be- 
sides being a high personal honor, brings 
to this university iiû litile share of dis- 
tinction. Perhaps it is but a fitting recog- 
nition of the interest which has always 
been taken here in things Oriental both 
officially, by the University, and un- 
officially by the students. A gi-oup of Mc- 
Gili people have for years interested them- 
selves in problems of the Pacific; while 
McGill has been the first college in Canada 
to establish a department for the system- 
atic study of Oriental culture. Among the 
students, no less than among the faculty, 
interest in the East runs high. At the pre- 
sent time India's political perplexities are 
being discussed at meetings of the various 
cluhs and other complications which have 
arisen from time to time have fojind intel- 
^Jis^t commentators in the student' body. 
Tonight the Principal of the univer- 
sity leaves for that part of the World in 
^vhich we are so interested. In a message 
to the students he expresses the hope that 
he will see enough of India and of the East 
10 bring back wih him an account which 
do something towards making our con- 
iception of Indian affairs a little clearer. 

The Principal's train leaves for St. 
John at seven o'clock, and while no definite 
•arrangements have been made it is antici- 
pated that a large section of the student 
body will bid Sir Arthur God speed.

UsUt 
hundred periodicals from many parts ot the world; that It diHtrlbutca boolij< 
freely, not only to its Intra-mural, but al.so to ita o.Ntra-murnI Btiidimt»; and 
se..;?e In ailditlon to It.s booU.s between eight and nino thousand , pamphlets 
that Its oolleetlon« of IMbles, Canadlana and rallamcntary I'apurs arc amonir 
the foremost in Canada; all this Is to touch merely upon eNtevnal!». 

Unfji-.unatoly It Is hnposslblc here 
to slvc a history ot tho University 
Library. The only man living who is 
qualified to attempt It Is Dr. Adam 
Shorlt, who was himself librarian for 
a number of years. In tlio.st days the 
!<ecper of the Ivi^Nks ooujd call npon 
tho aid of one assistant, usually a 
student. Kven earlier, accordlUK to tlic 
by-l.-iws of ISii.l. tho librarian was 
appai-cntly alone responsible for the 
work that was ot oil on earth did not 
eonfliet but .«ays: "Ho sh.ill carefully 
and legibly enter into an alphabetical 
eatalop'jc every new l<ooK in the order 
in wbii-h il it. reeelved." Tho sccoml 
rule is •'.le shall enter in the classes 
eaialojrue ;\ ery beok received in the 
oi-der of ils receipt and as soon as 
possible thereafter, beintr careful le 
m.iko the title and shelf mark exactly 
tho same as in the alphabetical cata- 
lopue." Th;.- Ii.uis '.o irreverent 
incinn". p'.i-iu-.e of .isilated librar- 
ian e'.-.iliMvoiuins !o I'.eierminc 
wlicii'.c. Ihc ;wo marks are cMetly the 
siime, Several of ihesc by-laws awaken 
:i feeling of approval in the mind of 
ihc presenl writer: as for instance 
number five; "He shall on no accoun' 
lend a book until it is entered in the 
o.it.ilopues." .Much sorrow might hjve 
been averted had this rule been ob- 
served. 

No Time Rules 

No ordfrs arc i.iadc concemicg the 
f. hours of the librarian. He is required 
10 attend dally duri.is the session and 
once a week during ihe summer vaca- 
tion for the purpose of givlng out and 
receivlns books. He Is also required to 
recall all books at least twice a year, 
and to prepare from time to lime a 

list of .-urh book? .is ought npt to 

be Kivrr. o'j:. T'.::^ rai.>ics visions ot^a 
more f:..io: c o:-.-or.-!.ip than we thought 
had ever been exercised. The librarian 
is warned that an annual inspection 
of ihe library by tho Curators will 
take place between the 8th and 16th 
of Xovcraber, during which period the 
llbrarj- will be closed. This by-law has 
lapsed; al any rate it is more honored 
in the breach than Uic observance. 

The number o£ b'•.^ks In the librarv 
at this period was probably not mw.-r. 
more than lifteen or twenty thous^n'i 
and, therefore, there wbs wisdom in 
the Jiinitatiou that wî-s êi % to borrtjw- 
ing. The .'?ccre,tarj-, or any member of 
tho Bo-irrl of Tru.-itcr-s. niifht hivi- 
four volumes in hie possession at 
time and for one month at a time. Any 
professor or lecturer actually en- 
gaged in teaching might borrow ciçhl 
volumes for a similar period. .3 the 
librarian was only entitled to ths 'r. 
of five volumes, and ho might only 
retain' them for tv o we'ks. This u])- 
pcars to be an infringment of tii'j Mo- 
Baic law against muzzling the 'jx. Uiyl 
Jb treading out tho corn. Possibly, 
however, tlio wounded vanity of the 
offl' i.il was a little healed by the ninth 
by-law: "Any Irusleo or professor, or 
• any jiersoii in the cotnpany ot a trus- 
tee or jH-ofesor. may visit the library 
at any limc but particular ';are must 
be taken when handling a book not 
to displace It." It would be Interesting 
to know the reason for this discrim- 
ination against trustees. I am not even 
sure thai liio la;:t clause of the para- 
graph will bear analysis. Al any rat..-, 
tlie care wken to define ih'; duties of 
the principal official brings U) mind a 
cclebrate-J distich legaidlng a library 
and librarian of an even earlier per- 
iod and place.

A 
simitar expression is often soon on tlio 
faces of those oomlnir up for the 
t .Ird time and those who have made 
fruitless deficeniH into a number of 
cat.aloguo drawers. Actiitilly. like 
many things that aro complex on the 
surface, the arrangciiM'nt of tho caln- 
locuo is entirely simple. Kvery boo'f 
is cai.alogiied under it.'; autiior, If It 
has ope: under its subjocl or snt- 
jeots; and some time.'!, but not al- 
w.vs, under lis title. These cards 
are then arranged In ono general al- 
phabet, like a dictionary, - and cross- 
roferenee>: are piven from s.i'ojcet- 
headlinea that are not chosen by li'.e 
outaloguo tq those tliat. are accepted. 
Classification . 
The c:a.«sifK:allon (that .is the ar- 
rajisemer.t of books on tho ."-hciv- •^ 
relative to one anollior) is thai adopt- 
ed by. tho Library, cf Congress. Every 
book is labelled on tho back with tiic 
letters and figures that-mako up its 
call number. This rail number slinuld 
always be given w".i >nc^■er a book is 
desired. Tiiero is no separate clas.-^ 
for fiction which comes in the general 
c!a.«s of "Language and Literature." 

To mal;c tho contents oî tlin lib- 
rary 1:<tter known a scries ot classi- 
fied hardlists is in preparation. The 
first, on Can.adiana, will bo issued 
this yea_', and others will foliow at 
regular intervals. . Tho price of each 
list has been iixcd at 25c a copy. It 
is hoped that a".! thoso interested in 
tho library will assii^: our effort to 
mako its contents widely known. 

Of scarce and valuable books there 
is not much to tell." Our Classical 
section has a remarkablo number of 
old editions.
